I F CANADAS LEGATIONS ABROAD 

■re to be retained, it i* to be hoped there i» no 
truth in the report that Hon. Vincent Massey and 
Hon. PhiJlippc Roy. Canadian Mmntere at Washing- 
ton and Pam respectively. will be expected to retign 
their important potto as a result of the defeat of the 
government which appointed them. 

Mr. Maiaey and Mr. Roy have furnished 
abundant evidence of their outstanding ability and 
judgment, and if Canada still proposes to be repre¬ 
sented at Washington and Paris as weH at at other 
capitals, the new government would weaken the 
prestige of the Canadian diplomatic corps if it dis¬ 
pensed with the services of these two distinguished 
native sons. If such officials become political shuttle¬ 
cocks. Canada would be made to look foolish. 

All this, of course, is subject to the consideration 
that these offices are to be maintained. It will not 
be forgotten that Mr. Bennett and many of bit fol¬ 
lowers, not to mention Conservative newspapers, have 
criticized this policy of Dominion representation 
abroad on the score of expense. In that case the 
rumor current Inay mean that Mr. Massey and Mr. 
Roy are merely anticipating a change of policy. 

TOO LATE NOW 

P ROBABLY BECAUSE THE UN Em¬ 
ployment situation teems to be getting worse in¬ 
stead of belter in Great Britain, critics of British tell¬ 
ing methods in Canada and in other countries are 
rounding a new warning that unless the Old Country 
producer bestirs Mmjclf, hit grip on the markets of the 
world will gradually weaken. The latest stricture is 
contained in a recent report from Mr. F. Wo Find, 
senior British Trade Commissioner in Canada, which 
the Department of Overseas Trade has just made 
public. Particular reference is made to what are 
called “long distenee” selling methods, underpayment 
of agents, end the failure of British manufacturers 
to adapt themselves to the changing conditions in the 
Canadian market. 

The Financial Times, for long a friend of Canada 
and an admirer of Canadian progress, seizes upon Mr. 
Field’s criticisms and says: "The plein feet of the 
matter seams to be that the British hove neglected 
to cultivate the Canadian market by the adoption of 
efficient "methods of salesmanship and have allowed 
their American rivals to jump thair claim. This 
important journal also hints that "it is no longer pos¬ 
sible to sell goods by correspondence, while it is often 
difficult to dispose of any large quantity of merchan¬ 
dise Through agents on a commisaion basis." As the 
report lo which we refer was published before the 
voting on Mondsy. there is some irony m the conclud¬ 
ing observation by the newspaper in question, which

her moorings at Cnrduigton at dawn on Tuesday 
morning and at this writing the i» being greeted by 
cheering thoutsnde on her way over the St. Lawrence 
from Quebec to Montreal. 

Messages radioed from the airship have been 
reminiscent of the communiques issued by the British 
Admiralty during the war. To those in charge of 
the wonder vessel of the air this initial trip from 
Britain to Canada is just part of the day’s business. 
Dispatches to the newspapers have been pointedly re¬ 
served. They have told an interested public that all 
aboard were O.K., that the whole company had settled 
down to the routine business of an ocean crossing, 
and, with the exception of carefully calculated re¬ 
ports regarding the ship's precise position at a given 
limo and the climatic conditions being met with, and 
that will Ire all we will know until the army of news¬ 
papermen waiting at St. Hubert get their stories and 
send them round the world. 

However, this trip of the R-100, called an ex¬ 
perimental one by her designer and builder, is an in¬ 
timation to the world that Great Britain does not 
have to play second fiddle to any nation on earth in 
aeronautical progress. It is a reminder, too, that it 
was a British dirigible—the R-34—which blazed the 
trail for lighter-than-air machines across the Atlantic 
both ways. That was eleven years ago. Meanwhile 
the country's experts have not been idle. They have 
experimented unceasingly. Not t little criticism has 
been directed to their tabors. They have been told 
that other nations were outdistancing them, that un¬ 
less they did'soaaihing to show Germany, for instance, 
that Britain still 'Could produce a real airship, their 
country's prestige and traditional reputation in this 
as well as other fields of human endeavor, would 
wane rapidly. 

Now the designers and builders of the R-100 
have demonstrated that they have, not been wasting 
their talents, or their own and the public's money. 
Only a few days ago, incidentally, it War made 
known that Dr. Eckener intends lo lotroduee many of 
the British giant's features into his new Zeppelin, a 
tribute from an expert with an outstanding reputation 
with which everybody already is familiar. 

It is not within the province of the layman to 
foreshadow developments of oceanic travel by lighter- 
than-air machines. But if we may read anything into 
this s u cces s f ul j o u rney of a monster ship which sur¬ 
passes anything in the air at present, we at least may 
say that nothing new in this connection will surprise
